GOVERNMENT 10 
PLAGE ALL ON 
EQUAL BASIS 


The great crisis: through which 
the world is now passing has ser- 
ved to emphasize among a great 
many other things the axiom 
that responsibility iS the price of 
liberty. Because equal privileges 
are enjoyed by All citizens of 
Canada, it is the duty of jour Gov- 
ernment to see, as far as it is able 
that all. are made to bear equal 
sacrifices, That the Dominion’s 
War Government is not unmind- 
ful of its duty in this respect. is 
evidenced from the care that is 
being taken to ensure the equit- 
able administration of the Mili- 
tary Service Act. Questionnaifes 
are about to be addressed to all 
exempted men so as to permit of 
a checking of the decisions in the 
case of each to the end that unf- 
formity be éstablished im the ap- 
plication of the legislation. These 
questionnaries must be returned 
promptly upon penalty of forfeit- 
ure of the exemption papers prev- 
iously granted. Exempted men 
should notify the registrar of their 
district of any change of address, 
as non-receipt will be regarded as 
constituting failure. to return 
qtiestionnaire, properly filled in as 
required. The Government is de- 
termined that the Military 
vice Act shall be .administered 
fairly, and in this determination 
they will have the active support 
of all followers of democratic 
ideals.

The 
crisis is grave and urgent »eyond 
possibility of exaggeration, and 
it will only be through an earnest 
sense of individual responsibility 
that Canadians will be able in 
this matter to honor their ab- 
ligations to their heroic soldiers 
overseas,, who are defending our 
liberties at a cost beside which 
any personal inconvenience o- dis 
comfort on our part ‘is insignifi- 
cant.”

COLLECTS SMALL DEBTS

There is at the present time a 
bill before ‘the provincial legis- 
lature, designed to help in the col- 
lection of small debts. It gives 
every justice of peace or police 
magistrate, jurisdiction over any 
action of debts, in*the judicial 
district in which he resides, where 
the amount claimed does not ex- 
ceed $50.00, and over any action 
where the amount originally claim 
ed exceeds $50.00, but which has 
been reduced by payment or a- 
bandonment:to that sum. It is 
stipulated that no justice who is 
or has been interested in any way 
in the claim for which a summons 
is issued, or counterclaim made 
shall take part in the hearing of 
such claim. Provision‘is made that 
any person having such g¢laim 
may obtain from a justice a sum- 
mons addressed to the party a- 
giinst whom the claim is alleged.

try, may homestead a quarter section of 
available Dominion Land in Manitoba. 
Saskatchewan or Alberta. Applicant must 
lappear:in person at Dominion Lands 
Agency wor Sub-Agency for District. En- 
try by proxy may be made on certain 
conditions. Iuties—Six+months residence 
upon and cultivation of land in each ef 
three years. 

In certain districts a homesteader may 
secure an adjoining guurter-section as 
pre-emption. I’rice $3 ‘fi per acre. Duties 
—Reside six months in each of _ three 
years after earning homestead patent and 
cultivate 50 acres extra. May obtain pre- 
emption patent as soon as homestead 
patent on certain conditions 

A Settler after obtaining homestead 
patent, if he cannot secure « pre-emption, 
may take a purchased homestead in cer- 
tain districts. Price $3.00 per acre. Must 
reside six months in each of three years, 
cultivate 50 aores and erect a house 
worth $300.00, 

Holders of entries may count time of 
employment as farm labourers in Canada 
during 1917, as residence duties under 
certain conditions.

German Sword Saves Kaiser 


“Our Best Protection,” He Says to 
a Shipping Chief 


In reply to congratulations from 
Philip Heinken, diréctor of the 
North German Lloyd Steamship 
Line, Emperor William has sent the 
following telegram: 

“The German sword is our best 
protection. With God's help it wil 
also bring us peace in the west, and, 
indeed, the peace which, after much 
distress and many troubles, the Ger- 
man people need for a happy future.” 

The emperor detailed his gratitude 
at greater length in a message to 
the vice-president of the Reichstag, 
saying: 

‘The complete yictory fills me 
with gratitude.~ It permits us to live 
again-one of those great moments in 
which we can reyerently admire 
;God’s hand in history, What. turn 
revents have taken is by the disposi- 
tion God, 

“The heroic deeds of our troops, 
the’ successes of our great generals 
and the wonderful achievements of 
those at home have their roots in 
moral forces awd in the categorical 
imperative which has-been inculcated 
in our people in a hard school. They 
will carry us through in a degisive 
and final battle to victory. 

“In the great tasks upon which 
the. conclusion of peace, reconstruc- 
tion and the healing of the: wounds 
of war will set us, I desire my peo- 
ple to rely on .the old historical ex- 
perience that unity means strength.

Germany’s Schemes. 
Of World Conquest | 


Lord Robert Cecil Outlines Teutonic 
Acconiplishments -in East 


_ Pointing out the seriousness of the 
German menace in Siberia and in 
Southern Asia, urging Japanese in- 
tervention, and insisting that the 
Getman people. afford ‘no hope of 
rising against their imperialistic mas- 
ters, Lord Robert Cecil, minister of 
blockade, pointed out in a statement 
to the Associated Press what had al- 
ready been accomplished by the Ger- 
mans in the east. Spreadmg a large 
map on the table, Lord Robert said: 

“Look at what Germany. has .al-4 
ready done toward a...schemc__ of! 
world conquest. On-the north she 
has taken rich Baltic’ provinces, over. 
which she«purposes: to install a Geér- 
man prince. She sent troops to Fin- 
land and éoncluded an agreement 
which. puts the whole foreign policy: 
of Finland at her disposal, .Thesc 
steps -in the north have © practically 
cut off Russia from access ‘to the 
sea, + 

“Looking further south, we find 
that Germany is in the course of oc-, 
tcupying Odessa, the greatest Black 
Sea port, and that she has insisted 
that Russia cede to Turkey all ports 
jat the east end of the Black Sea. Her 
evident design is to substitute for 
the Berlin to Bagdad railroad, a new 
avenue to the east by trans-Caucasia 
and northern .Persia. In the execu- 
tion of this design Germany, more- 
over, has had, consciously ‘or uncon- 
sciously, the assistance and co-opera- 
tion of the Bolsheviki. 

“Look at the plight of Armenja. 
Both Great Britain and Amico 
have always taken a,deep_ interest 
jand sympathy in this unhappy peo- 
ple.. Armenian refugees who fled 
into Trans-Caucasia are now, under 
the Russo-German treaty, be 
handed back to the Turks, 

“You -have only. to look at the map 
to see what a treméndous scheme of 
conquest Germany has undertaken. 
“Having been thwarted in her plan to 
conquer France, this is the second 
string to her bow, and for the mo- 
ment the whole German people seem 
to be backing the new imperialistic 
scheme. The military control of Ger- 
niany is: paramount and unshaken. 
German, democracy, is docile and ser- 
vile. Tlie allies must adopt every 
means in their power to frustrate 
Germany’s designs in thé east.”

A summary of the work done by 
all battalions of the Canadian rail- 
way troops in France during the 
month of January has been issued by 
the militia department. The ‘state- 
period 
nine miles of broad-gauge track 
were laid by the Ganadians and 33 
miles of narrow gauge. The average 
number of miles of | broad-gauge 
track maintained during the month 
was 49, while 141 miles of the nar- 
row-gauge track was ~-maintained. 
The men were employed in locating, 
grading, ballasting and laying lines. 
About 6,100 Canadians were engaged 
on the narrow-gauge lines and 1,100 
on the broad-gauge lines.
